GRANTS MEETING WAS'A DISGRACE TO DEMOCRACY' 


NEW Lyme Regis councillor Jill Newton 
has described last week’s meeting to allocate 
grants to local groups as “a disgrace to 
democracy” adding that she was “ashamed 
to be part of it”. 
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In a hard-hitting letter to this newspaper, Ms New¬ 
ton, stressing that she was writing as a council taxpay¬ 
ers and not in her official capacity as a councillor, 
described the meeting as “a grab the cash race” by cer¬ 
tain councillors. 

Principles of public life 

In her letter, Ms Newton highlighted the failed at¬ 
tempt to get The Hub youth club further up the list of 
applications which were listed in alphabetical order. 

She reminded members that the Nolan principles of 
Public Life stated that councillors should “operate 
with selflessness, integrity, objectivity, accountability, 



openness, honesty and 
leadership”, adding: “If 
we were working with 
these principles in mind it 
wouldn’t matter whether 
an organisation was at the 
top of the list or at the 
bottom.” 

Ms Newton also called 
for next year’s meeting to 
be videod so the public 
could see what happens 
after stating: “I wish more 
of the people who voted 
for this council had turned 
up to see the behaviour of 
their elected representatives.” 

Despite having adopted a new policy to make the 
grants process easier, last week’s special meeting of 


the council, when just over £20,000 was allocated to 
local groups and worthy causes, the meeting still 
dengerated into what some councillors called “a bun 
fight.” 

One cause of concern was the amount of cash that 
went to groups and activities connected to Lyme Regis 
Devlopment Trust. The new criteria set down by the 
council is that no one organisation can claim more 
than £3,000 and their application has to be backed by 
relevant finacial information. 

Councillor Michaela Ellis expressed concern that six 
subsidiaries of the Development Trust had applied for 
grants, in the end receiving £8,330 of the £20,034 on 
offer. 

She told the council: “If we allow this to go through 
as separate plans we are opening this up to all organ¬ 
isations to do the same.” 

Councillor Ellis maintained that the organisations

Controversial woodland homes rejected 


PLANS to build two houses on private land 
between Pound Street and Silver Street in 
Lyme Regis, known locally as Whistler’s 
Wood, were turned down by district council¬ 
lors last week. 

The town centre woodland has been at the 
centre of several controversial planning ap¬ 
plications, with objectors concerned the 
building of houses would result in the loss of 
trees. 

It was first proposed to build three houses 
on the land in 2008 but this application was 
later withdrawn following widespread objec¬ 
tion. 

In 2009 a scaled-down application for two 
houses was submitted but refused. The appli¬ 
cant appealed the decision but it was turned 
down again before the latest application for 
two raised timber houses was submitted in 
November last year. 

Planning officers advised that in the latest

application, a new agreement to hand over the 
woodland to a trust to secure its future man¬ 
agement in accordance with an approved 
woodland management plan, had solved is¬ 
sues relating to the future of the trees and rec¬ 
ommended the plans be approved. 

But following a site visit in April, the dis¬ 
trict’s Development Control Committee last 
week went against officers’ advice and re¬ 
fused the application as members believed 
the long-term protection of the trees could not 
be guaranteed. 

The woodland is named after its former 
owner and the Queen’s glass engraver, Sir 
Lawrence Whistler, whose daughter Frances 
spoke at the district council meeting, saying 


it would be a “disgrace against demoncracy” 
if the plans were to be approved. 

Ms Whistler led a public protest against the 
plans in April, duirng which residents were 
allowed inside the walled woodland, which is 
usually kept private. 

Sir Ghillean Prance, scientific director at the 
Eden Project in Cornwall and neighbouring 
resident of the woodland, also spoke out 
against the plans at the meeting. 

Lyme Regis Town Council recommeded re¬ 
fusal of the plans in January, on the grounds 
that the development would be detrimental to 
neighbouring listed buildings, was over-de¬ 
velopment of the site, inappropriate and out 
of keeping and there were concerns for the 
trees in both the short and long-term future. 

Many residents have called for the wood¬

Teething problems raised with 
Virgin and medical centre staff 


ALMOST five months since Virgin Care took on the 
running of services at Lyme Regis Medical Centre, 
teething problems have been raised by LymeFor- 
ward, which has been collating feedback from pa¬ 
tients. 

Virgin Care was awarded the contract to run serv¬ 
ices from the centre and in the community in Feb¬ 
ruary, with patient complaints being raised at the 
recent LymeForward meeting. 

Practice manager Alison Robinson, who has 
worked at the medical centre for 10 years, explained 
that since Virgin took over the running of services 
she had been supported by Sara Stanton from Virgin 
and other representatives in the "transition to using 
Virgin principles and policies while keeping existing 
services and standards". 

Addressing representatives of LymeForward she 
said: "I hear that you have had some complaints from 
patients. We have a process in place for patient com¬ 
plaints and we are always happy to have some feed¬ 
back. It's really, really important to the centre." 

A real opportunity 7 

Mrs Robinson explained there was an iPad in the 
entrance of the centre that patients could use to 
give feedback, as well as forms at reception or they 
could make complaints verbally to a member of 
staff. 

She added: "Virgin running the contract is a real 
opportunity an I feel really positive about it. We can 
continue to provide the services we already did but 
with Virgin we can develop them as we have the 
support of a large organisation." 

Chairman of Lyme Regis Development Trust, 
Wendy Davis, told Mrs Robinson that in her personal 
experience of using the centre she had "not been 
aware of any willingness on your part to listen to 
feedback or any ways of giving it". 

She added that she had struggled to find feedback 
forms on the internet and the online repeat prescrip¬ 
tion process was difficult. 

Chairing the meeting, the Mayor of Lyme Regis, 
Councillor Sally Holman, then listed a number of 
complaints which had been made to LymeForward 
regarding the centre. 

She said that continuity of care was one of the"key 
priorities" raised by patients during the public con¬ 
sultation before Virgin was awarded the contract, 
but complaints had since bee received that it had 
taken 10 or more days to get an appointment with 
a named doctor. 


Ms Stanton said this was an issue across the whole 
system and they were making changes with positive 
effects, including offering those who ask for an ap¬ 
pointment on the same day to have a doctor call 
them back, which often cut the number of people 
actually having to come in. 

Councillor Holman said others had complained 
that this phone-back system was embarrassing or 
inconvenient as they were sometimes in public 
when the doctor called them. Ms Stanton said pa¬ 
tients could request specific times for the doctor to 
call them or ignore the call and they would try again 
later. 

Councillor Holman said another complaint was 
that temporary doctors did not have access to the 
computer system and therefore could not see pa¬ 
tients'full medical history. 

Mrs Robinson said they did have access and 
pointed out they were all fully qualified, recom¬ 
mended and received an induction before starting 
at the centre. She added that no more temporary 
doctors were used than before Virgin took on the 
contract. 

Ms Stanton added that they were hoping to recruit 
another full-time doctor but there were 22 similar 
vacancies in the local area. 

Councillor Holman repeated Mrs Davies' earlier 
concerns about the difficulty of the online repeat 
prescription system. 

Ms Stanton explained that it was a national policy 
that patients were asked not to phone and ask for 
repeat prescriptions, as many drugs had similar 
names and this prevented confusion and ensured 
safety. However, repeat prescriptions could be re¬ 
quested in person, by post, fax or online. 

Other complaints included communication prob¬ 
lems between the centre and chemist and the num¬ 
ber of hours doctors were available for. 

County, district and town councillor Daryl Turner 
said:"l was worried this would become all about the 
negatives and it has. I think we should also think 
about the positives. My personal experience of Vir¬ 
gin has been great." 

Mrs Robinson encouraged patients to give feed¬ 
back, either positive or negative, to the centre di¬ 
rectly in the future and said they would work on the 
issues already raised.

connected to the Development Trust should not receive 
more than £3,000. 

Councillor Ellis also questioned whether The Hub 
youth club should receive any of its £3,000 request as 
the organisation had already been given £50,000 by the 
town council as well as £10,000 a year in revenue. 
Councillor Terry O’Grady defended supporting The 



Hub, saying: “The Hub is an ongoing project and we 
should continue to support it.” 

In all 20 groups applied for funding to the value of 
£46,4190 - but not all were successful. 

An application was received from the Woodmead 
Halls for £20,000 towards the £30,000 cost of extend¬ 
ing the hall but this was ruled out before the meeting 
as being outside the criteria for small projects. 

Stan Williams, chairman of the Woodmead Halls 
Management Committee, has also been critical of the 
council’s selection process, claiming not all organisa¬ 
tions were treated the same with regard to the back-up 
information required. 

Other unsuccessful applicants were Lyme Regis Mu¬ 
seum (no support for project costs) and Charmouth 
Scouts (outside the parish).

Police appeal after fatal A35 crash 


Police are appealing for witnesses following a fatal col¬ 
lision at Raymonds Hill, near Lyme Regis. 

The incident occured at about 7.1 Opm on Friday, June 
7th, involving three vehicles on the westbound carriage 
of the A35, near the Hunters Lodge junction with the 
B3165 at Raymonds Hill 

Dorset Police attended along with officers from 
Devon and Cornwall. 

Two of the drivers, a 58-year-old woman from Axmin¬ 
ster and a 67-year-old man from Bournemouth, were 
treated at the scene for minor injuries. 

The third driver, a 60-year-old Devon man, was admit¬ 
ted to Plymouth Hospital three days later. He died 12 
days after the incident on Wednesday, June 19th. 

Sergeant Jonathan Wren, of Dorset Police Traffic De¬ 


partment, said:"This road traffic collision involved three 
vehicles, a silver Mercedes E220, a blue Jaguar X-Type 
and a red Ford Mondeo. 

"Tragically, one of the drivers involved in the collision 
died 12 days later in hospital. 

"I am appealing to anyone who may have witnessed 
this incident, or may have information about the man¬ 
ner of driving of the vehicles involved prior to the col¬ 
lision, to contact Dorset Police in confident on 101."

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Grants allocation descends into 


L YME Regis Town Council dished out more than 
£20,000 to local organisations this week, with 
Citzens’ Advice, The Hub and LymeNet receiving 
the largest grants. 

But despite a new policy to help make the process eas¬ 
ier, the discussion on how much to give each of the 
groups descended into argument, with one councillor de¬ 
scribing the debate as a “bun fight”. 

A total of 17 groups requested £22,922 with only 
£17,995 available, and two more requested £3,568.78 
from a further £2,039 available Section 137 grant funding 
(enables local councils to spend money on activities for 
which they have no other specific statutory expenditure). 
A request for the Woodmead Halls was not considered, 
as it totaled £20,000 and the limit for grants was set at 
£3,000 per organisation in the new policy. 

Speaking in the public forum of last week’s special 
meeting, chairman of the Woodmead Halls Management 
Committee, Stan Williams, argued against the council’s 
decision not to consider his application. He said his com¬ 
mittee had worked hard to turn the halls around and spent 
£10,000 on improvements over the past year. 

Mr Williams added: “If the halls fail it will fall back on 
this council and then you will end up with another Marine 
Theatre on your hands. 

“I have been happy to do it. We have not asked the 
council for much and every penny of this would be spent 
on improving facilities for local organisations.” 

Councillor Michaela Ellis raised concerns that six ap¬ 
plications had been received from subsidiaries of Lyme 
Regis Development Trust, including the Fossil Festival, 
The Hub, Community Trips, Parents 4 Parents, LymeNet 
and the trust itself, and asked if the council would look 
at these separately or as one organisation. If they were 
classed as one organisation their requests totaled £10,700, 
which was over the £3,000 limit. 

She said: “If we allow this to go through as separate 
groups we are opening this up to all organisations to do 
the same thing. The majorettes could set up a separate 
group for their coaches and their uniforms, for example.” 

Chairing the meeting, the mayor, Councillor Sally Hol¬ 
man, said: “They are under the umbrella of Lyme Regis

Development Trust but they are separate organisations 
under that umbrella.” 

Deputy town clerk Mark Tredwin confirmed that all the 
applications had been made by different people and some 
were under the umbrella of the trust as they could not set 
up accounts of their own, but he emphasised they were 
all separate projects. 

Councillor Ellis replied: “I’m concerned because we are 
dealing with the taxpayers’ money.” 

Councillor Lucy Campbell, who pointed she no longer 
had a pecuniary interest in the trust as she no longer 
worked at LymeNet, said: “The development trust is set 
up to support other organisations. We are not breaching 
our own policy.” 

Charmouth group excluded 

Councillor Ellis: “I have to disagree with this. They all 
have the development trust written on them so they are 
all under the same thing and that totals more than the 
£3,000 limit. I think they should get only a total of 
£3,000.” 

Councillor Ellis also suggested that the application for 
£1,000 from Charmouth Scouts not be considered as it 
was not a Lyme Regis group and had already received a 
grant from its own parish council. 

She was also opposed to granting Uplyme and Lyme 
Regis Cricket Club any of its £1,491 request, as the club 
has asked for the full cost of new equipment and was not 
seeking funding anywhere else, which the council’s pol¬ 
icy advised groups to do. 

The deputy town clerk said Lyme Regis children did at¬ 
tend the Charmouth Scout group, and that the cricket club 
was holding its own fundraising but had not listed this on 
the application. 

It was agreed to exclude Charmouth Scouts from the 
grants prodecure. 

Continuing her argument against the cricket club, Coun¬ 
cillor Ellis said: “I understand they say they are going to 



do more fundraising but 
we have an application for 
the full amount. The idea 
of this is to help, not pay 
the full cost. We ask that 
other fundraising is done. 

They should not be putting 
in applications for the full 
amount.” 

Mr Tredwin said the 
council could set a prece¬ 
dent if they were “not care¬ 
ful”, and could end up 
excluding Citizens’ Ad¬ 
vice, as they had also 
asked for the full amount 
of their project but had 
been classed by the council 
as being in “critical need”. 

Speaking on the cricket club, Councillor Chris Clipson 
argued: “They are such a large part of our town. Over my 
dead body are we not supporting them. It’s the only place 
to play cricket.” 

It was agreed not to exclude the club from the grants 
procedure. 

Councillor Lucy Campbell then suggested excluding 
Lyme Regis Museum as its application did not show sup¬ 
ported project costs. 

Mr Tredwin said the museum’s request for £1,000 in¬ 
cluded “estimated costs”. 

Councillor Mark Gage said: “It seems they have not fol¬ 
lowed the criteria. I’m surprised they are on the list at 
all.”

It was agreed to exclude the museum from the grants 
procedure. 

Councillor Ellis then questioned whether The Hub 
youth club should receive any of its £3,000 request, 
pointing out that they had already donated £50,000 a few 
years ago for the building’s new roof and was giving the 
club a further £10,000 a year in revenue. 

Councillor Terry O’Grady argued: “The Hub is an on¬ 
going project and we should continue to support it.” 


'bun fight' 

Councillor Ellis replied: “We do, to the tune of £10,000 
a year.” 

She proposed that The Hub also be excluded but this 
was not passed. Councillor Gage then proposed that The 
Hub be given the full £3,000 requested but other coun¬ 
cillors argued that organisations in Group 1, meaning 
those with critical need or supporting the disadvantaged, 
had to be agreed upon first, including Citizens’ Advice, 
Life Education, Victim Support, Axe Valley and West 
Dorset Ring & Ride and Parents 4 Parents. 

Councillor Ellis continued her argument: “If you give 
to organisations who are already getting big money grants 
we are going to have an influx from groups such as the 
Marine Theatre or the football club who have been told 
they can’t apply for more.” 

Councillor George Symonds added: “It really looks as 
if The Hub is getting two bites of the apple.” 

After it was agreed to give all the Group 1 organisations 
the full amount they had requested, totaling £6,166, 
Councillor Gage then repeated his proposal to give The 
Hub the full £3,000. 

Others argued that The Hub was at the bottom of the 
list, which they usually went through one-by-one, and the 
vote was split five-five with the mayor giving her casting 
vote against it. 

Councillor Gage complained that the list favoured those 
at the top and was not in proper alphabetical order, as The 
Hub was only at the bottom because it had “the” preced¬ 
ing it, where as other organisations did not. 

Councillor Ellis replied: “We normally go through the 
list and if we have overspent at the end we go back 
through.” 

Councillor Clipson added: “I thought the point of two 
councillors working on this new policy was to negate the 
bun fight that goes on every year.” 

Councillor Holman replied: “We can all make a non¬ 
sense of this, Councillor Clipson. We can all find things 
that are wrong. We have made a good start to making a 
policy, we agree it is not perfect.”

eluding Charmouth Scouts and the mu¬ 
seum, councillors were incorrectly told 
that if they gave the full amount re¬ 
quested to all other organisations, they 
would only have overspent by about 
£290. 

Councillor Campbell then proposed to 
give the full amount to all except the 
cricket club, which would make up the 
overspend. 

Councillor Jill Newton made a 
counter-proposal to give the full 
amount to all but The Hub. She pointed 
out that the youth club had requested

Council await permission for chalets 


LYME Regis Town Council is waiting to hear 
if permission will be granted to continue using 
Monmouth Beach as a chalet and caravan 
park following recent landslides. 

After landslides in December 2012 and ear¬ 
lier this year, a number of chalets on Mon¬ 
mouth Beach and Ware Cliff had to be moved 
and nine demolished due to damage. 

The slips cost the council £35,000 in loss of 
income from chalet owners and a planning ap¬ 
plication has now had to be submitted to West 
Dorset District Council, requesting permis¬ 
sion to continue using the site, as its five-year 
lease expires at the end of this month. 

If the district council deems the area unsafe 
and refuses permission, the town council will 
lose £157.000 a year. 

However, the application has been sup¬ 
ported with a geotechnical appraisal report 
and Natural England have said they have no

objections.

A GROUP from Uplyme travelled to Zam¬ 
bia las week to see how a water and san¬ 
itation project has benefited from 
money they have raised. 

Uplyme Church has committed to rais¬ 
ing £10,000 a year to provide clean 
water for those living in rural villages 
around Choma. So far, £20,000 has been 
raised and four wells, which provide 
water to local populations of up to 800 
people each, have been dug. 

Having clean water literally transforms 
lives as women and young girls no 
longer have to make the up to two-mile 
dangerous journey to collect water from 
dirty pools, shared with animals, and are 
now able to work to supplement the 
family income and attend school. 

Boys also benefit from the irrigation 
trenches which have been dug to pro¬ 
vide water for animals and for growing 
vegetables. 

As part of the trip, Uplyme Church rep¬ 
resentatives Jo Cursley, Marilyn Kent, 
Russell and Morag Kingsbury spent a 


week finding out more about the life¬ 
changing benefits, staying for two 
nights with families in a rural village, 
working in the fields, collecting water, 
herding animals and cooking. 

The rest of the nine-day, self-funded 
trip was spent visiting other initiatives, 
including a hospital, clinic, school and 
learning about sustainable agriculture. 

The project is an initiative run by BICC 
in Zambia and overseen by the interna¬ 
tional development UK-based charity, 
Tearfund. Money for the project is raised 
in Uplyme throughout the year through 
a series of events, including the church's 
Gift Day in July. 

A Summer Ball is also being held at 
Hills Farm Barn in Kilmington on July 6th. 
Tickets are £35 each and include a wel¬ 
come drink, three-course meal, coffee 
and truffles followed by a charity auction 
by a local celebrity auctioneer and danc¬ 
ing to Griff and the Trousers.

Uplyme still waiting on flood solution 


UPLYME parish councillors have been left “very dis¬ 
appointed” with the progress of flood prevention 
works being developed by East Devon District Coun¬ 
cil. 

Following numerous floods in the village last year, 
which caused considerable damage to the tennis courts 
and left the King George V Playing Field and play 
park water-logged, the parish council has been hoping 
a solution can be found as soon as possible. 

But members were left disappointed at their latest 
meeting when it was reported that, depiste numerous 
attempts to contact the district council’s senior engi¬ 
neer, it had not been possible to find out how the sur¬ 
vey and design of the flood works were progressing. 

It was agreed that parish clerk Lois Wakeman would 
write to the engineer’s supervisor to complain. 

It was also reported that the council had not heard 
from the trustees the King George V Playign Field as 
to whether they would be building a wall by the tennis 
courts to prevent further flood damage, or digging a 
ditch down the side of the courts. 

Councillor Andrew Turner has been working on 
flood preparedness in the village with Kate Taylor 
from the Environment Agency. 

It was announced there would be a public meeting in 
September to inform residents of flood warning plans 
and also to recruit flood wardens for each affected area 
in the village, who can co-ordinate self-help efforts. 

A new river level gauge is now installed for Up¬ 
lyme’s flood warning service and residents are re¬ 
minded not to store sandbags full of sand in the open, 
where they quickly rot and become useless. 

The council has some supply of bags and sand stored 
at Councillor Colin Pratt’s house in Venlake and is in¬ 
vestigating the use of more modern, re-useable gel- 
filled bags. 

■ PARISH councillors in Uplyme have agreed not to 
take part in a joint neighbourhood plan with Lyme 
Regis. 

While considering completing a neighbourhood plan, 


the parish council was contacted by 
West Dorset District Council with re¬ 
gards to a joint plan with Lyme Regis. 

However, councillors agreed this 
would not be beneficial for Uplyme 
should there be any disagreements be¬ 
tween the two areas, as the plan would 
be put to a referendum before it comes 
into force and Lyme Regis has a much 
larger population and would dominate 
the result. 

■ PCSO Amanda Wooster has reported 
a single crime in the Uplyme area over 
the past month. 

This was an incident of criminal dam¬ 
age to a property, for which the offender 
has been spoken to and enquiries are on¬ 
going. 

■ UPLYME parish councillors have 
discussed the poor state of Cannington 
Lane’s surface and hope to arrange a 
meeting with their county councillor 
and representatives of Devon Highways 
to point out the ditching and related 


works required. 

The council is still investigating ways 
to get funding for a parish lengthsman, 
perhaps in association with Musbury- 
Parish Council. 

Councillors heard that Charmouth 
Parish Council had reportedly found 
that its own lengthsman is much more 
effective than the Dorset County Coun¬ 
cil’s service. 

■ COUNCILLORS have discussed the 
possibility of taking on the responsibil¬ 
ity for the churchyard from Uplyme 
Church. 

Members agreed they had to find ex¬ 
actly what is involved in the mainte¬ 
nance of the churchyard before they 
decide whether to take this on, or pass 
the duty on to East Devon District 
Council. 

They added that both approaches had 
advantages and disadvantages but, with 
the limited information available from 
the church and district council at the last 
meeting, it was not possible to come to 
any immediate conclusions.

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Beach mega-band grows to 1,900 members 



MORE than 1,900 guitarists from all over the UK have now 
signed up to perform together on the beach in Lyme Regis 
on September 7th. 

Leading organisers of the Guitars on the Beach event be¬ 
lieve that they will go way over their target of gathering 
2,000 players to set a new Guinness record for 
Britain’s biggest-ever band. 

The record bid has become so huge that organisers have 
secured more than £5million of insurance cover for the 
mega-band charity event, which is already making head¬ 
lines around the world as keen guitarists prepare to simul¬ 
taneously playing Buddy Holly’s hit “Rave On” on what 
would have been the rock ‘n’ roll pioneer’s 77th birthday. 

As Lyme prepares to host the largest assembly of gui¬ 
tarists in British musical history, a young local musician, 
20-year-old Ben Kapur, has been appointed musical direc¬ 
tor of Guitars On The Beach weekend. 

The appointment is one of a series of new developments 


for what promoter Geoff Baker is calling “the biggest 
Buddy show on Earth”. 

Mr Baker said: “I am delighted that Ben Kapur has been 
made musical director for all the events of the Guitars on 
the Beach weekend, including the record bid, the concerts 
at the Marine Theatre and bumper number of performances 
that will echo all over the town during September 6th to 
8th. 

“Although Ben is very young to bear this responsibility, 
his all-round musical talent and his solid, dependable atti¬ 
tude have impressed on me that there is no better person 
for the job.” 

The former Woodroffe School pupil will also be directing 
the Guitars on the Beach houseband, which will steer the 
massive “sand band” of at least 2,000 guitarists through 
Holly’s rock classic on the afternoon on Saturday, Septem¬ 
ber 7 th. 

The record event will unite Ben with another former 
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Woodroffe pupil, actor and singer Billy Geraghty, star of 
the smash hit West End musical “Buddy”, who will perform 
in character. 

Mr Baker said: “I’m thrilled that it’s another local lad, 
Billy Geraghty, who will lead Britain’s biggest ever 
band. Billy has the voice, experience and 
professionalism that will make this mega-band gig both a 
resounding success and a global TV news event.” 

A total of 1,900 people of all ages and abilities have al¬ 
ready signed up to play and organisers believe the final 
nuimber could exceed 2,000. Every day more guitarists 
from all over Britain and further afield are signing up to 
join at www.guitarsonthebeach.co.uk/ 

Mr Baker added: “We already have people coming from 
the USA, Canada and France to join the band. Others are 
coming from Scotland, London, Birmingham, Tyneside and 
everywhere. 

“The famous Cavern Club of Liverpool is sending down 
a contingent of guitarists 
and we’ve got doctors, 
schoolkids, lawyers, house¬ 
wives, journalists, students 
and a lot of young bands 
taking part. Three genera¬ 
tions of one family will be 
taking part - a six-year-old 
boy, his dad and his 70-year- 
old grandfather. 

“News of the event has 
run on the BBC, in national 
newspapers and in media 
around the world, from 
newspapers in India and 
Pakistan to the ABC radio 
network in America.” 

The record attempt has se¬ 
cured a minimum of £5 mil¬ 
lion liability insurance 
donated by the Musicians 
Insurance Services com¬ 
pany of Chesterfield, and 
large PA systems for both 
the beach performances and 
the accompanying concerts 
at the town’s Marine The¬ 
atre have been donated by 
the Sounds Live profes¬ 
sional equipment hire com¬ 
pany. 

Organisers are now 
in talks with “a global guitar 
brand” to sponsor the event, 
which is being supported by 
Lyme Regis Town Council 
and Dorset Police. 

Mr Baker continued: “We 
are particularly grateful to 
the police and the local au¬ 
thorities who are working 
with us to provide extra car 
parking and stewardship of 
the event. 

“It’s very heart-warming 
that so many different bod¬ 
ies are getting behind what

is clearly becoming the people’s band of Britain.” 

Mr Baker, an ex-music business PR, said he is still wait¬ 
ing to hear if his former boss, Sir Paul McCartney, can find 
a gap in his world tour schedule to join the band, and he 
announced that organisers are now trying to raise funds to 
fly in a 75-year-old musician, Sonny West, who originally 
wrote “Rave On”, from his home in Texas. 

“If we can find the money for his travel, Sonny West has 
said he will come. It would be fantastic and a great 
honour to have him in the band,” Mr Baker said. 

The original three-minute record bid has now grown into 
a whole weekend of music in the town. The Guitars week¬ 
end will kick off on Friday, September 6th with a rare con¬ 
cert by guitar legend Robbie McIntosh at the Marine 
Theatre. 

From 12noon on the Saturday dozens of the mega-band 
members will be busking all over the town in pubs, coffee 
bars and shops. At the same time, unknown bands will be 
showcased on a stage to be built on the town’s seafront, 
next to the beach, where the record attempt will later take 
place accompanied by those house band and a troupe of 
jive-dancers in full 50s rock ‘n’ roll costume. 

The house band will continue to entertain throughout the 
afternoon, followed by a second concert at the Marine The¬ 
atre, showcasing some of Lyme’s most talented young mu¬ 
sicians. 

Television crews from the BBC, ITN and Sky will be cov¬ 
ering the weekend events, which will also be filmed by four 
documentary units. 

A total of five charities will benefit from money raised at 
the event: The Teenage Cancer Trust, Chordoma Cancer 
UK, Cancer Research UK Lyme Regis Branch, Lyme Regis 
Skatepark Fundi and B Sharp. 


Slow progress on faster broadband 

PUBLIC MEETING CALLED IN ROUSDON TO DISCUSS INTERNET CONNECTION 


A PUBLIC meeting has been called in 
Rousdon following a lack of progress in 
securing faster broadband in the rural 
area. 

A well attended meeting was held al¬ 
most three years ago at the Peek Hall, 
Rousdon, to ask residents if they had any 
interest in securing a better broadband 
service for Combpyne, Rousdon and the 
wider area, with the answer being a re¬ 
sounding "yes". 

The Trinity Broadband committee was 
set up to find a solution. They were told 
that funds would shortly be made avail¬ 
able from Broadband Delivery UK, and 
later heard that Connecting Devon and 
Somerset (CDS) had been awarded a large 
sum and had contracted BT to provide su¬ 
perfast broadband to 91 per cent of prem¬ 
ises in the area, where the market has no 
financial incentive to go. 

Areas to be upgraded will be announced 
on a rolling basis so it is possible that the 
Rousdon area will not find out until nearly 
2016 whether it will benefit. 

The committee have tried to find out 
whether they will benefit from CDS, but 
were told they could not be given the in¬ 
formation unless they signed a non-dis¬ 


closure agreement, meaning they could 
not share any news - good or bad - with 
the community, which they refused to do. 

In the meantime, funds have been made 
available from DEFRA to support self-help 
projects. The deadline for application was 
June 17th but areas were told they could 
only apply if they were in the unlucky 9 
per cent not to benefit from the Broad¬ 
band Delivery UK funding. 

Despite CDS not sharing this informa¬ 
tion with Trinity Broadband, an applica¬ 
tion was still made and Defra have assured 
the committee they will seek the informa¬ 
tion themselves. 

Secretary Rod Boyce said: "We feel ex¬ 
tremely frustrated, in that after three 
years, we have achieved no improvement 
in our broadband. 

Our chairman, Councillor Ian Thomas, 
whose cabinet responsibility for East 
Devon District Council includes broad¬ 
band, and our MP, have had no more suc¬ 
cess at overcoming CDS's policy of 
secrecy." 

A public meeting to discuss the issues 
surrounding broadband will be held to¬ 
morrow (Thursday) at the Peek Hall, Rous¬ 
don, at 7pm.

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Trust's annual report raises questions

Is this democracy? 


■ I WOULD like to start this by stating I am writing 
as a private individual and council tax payer, and wish 
to comment on the meeting of the council held last 
Wednesday to award minor grants. 

It was a public meeting, so none of my comments 
relate to anything the public was not invited to wit¬ 
ness. 

Regrettably, only two members of the public were 
present. I wish that more of the people who had voted 
for this council had turned up to see the behaviour of 
their elected representatives. 

Regrettably too, four senior members of the council 
were absent. The meeting would have benefitted from 
their gravitas and experience. 

This was a meeting of full council and should have 
been run as such, with the mayor and her officers 
seated on the dais and councillors having to stand in 
order to speak. 

It was not run like this and quickly degenerated into 
a grab the cash race by certain councillors, who very 
clearly had favoured projects they wanted to see be 
awarded the whole amount that they had requested. 

It began reasonably enough with five applicants 
whose activities helped disadvantaged groups being 
given 100 per cent of their request. These amounts 
having been deducted from the total available, we then 
started to go down the list of other requests. 

At this point Councillor Mark Gage tried to insist we 
consider The Hub’s application next, although it came 
last on the list of 17. The Nolan Principles of Public 
Life state that councillors should operate with selfless¬ 
ness, integrity, objectivity, accountability, openness, 
honesty and leadership. If we were working with these 


principles in mind it wouldn’t matter whether an or¬ 
ganisation was at the top of the list or the bottom, their 
applications would all be judged on their merits. 
Councillor Gage’s suggestion was rejected. 

The Nolan Principles were, in fact, fleetingly re¬ 
ferred to by Councillor Lucy Campbell when she de¬ 
clared no longer having a declarable interest in 
LymeNet, with which she has been involved for many 
years. Then she pressed for LymeNet to be allowed to 
spend £1,909 on iPads for their outreach service: an 
application which she was instrumental in putting to¬ 
gether and on which she was the second signatory. 

At this point I recalled Councillor Rikey Austin’s 
and Councillor Terry O’Grady’s words from the last 
Town Management meeting when they rightly re¬ 
minded us that extravagance was repellent at a time 
when people in the town needed a food bank. 

LymeNet having won the vote, it left a paltry £130 
from this pot of funds for Lyme Regis Development 
Trust’s request for a new server but at this time the 
meeting had degenerated into a rabble and no debate 
was allowed. 

I hope that our town clerk will organise things more 
rigourously for next year. It should be run as a formal 
full council meeting and, so that the electorate can see 
that grants are awarded properly, it should be videoed. 

The events of last Wednesday evening were a dis¬ 
grace to democracy and I am ashamed to have been 
part of it.

■ I SUPPORT, with heart, mind and cash, some of Lyme 
Regis Development Tmst’s (LRDT) activities. 

But its Annual Report (“Looking back at 2012”, View 
From Lyme Regis, June 19th) may be the prompt I need 
to get back to a writing project I started at New Year. 

My goal, then and now, is to encourage thought, debate 
and registration of views concerning how, seemingly to 
many people, it feels as though LRDT is like a political 
party in what nowadays feels like the single-party politics 
of our community, where all other political parties had pre¬ 
viously abided by a tradition of it being a non-party polit- 
cal system. 

I was and remain motivated to try to do something be¬ 
cause, whilst LRDT has always talked a lot about consul¬ 
tation, there has never been any independent, 
community-wide consultation on what people think about 
LRDT and how it exercises its considerable power. 

Such a consultation would require, first of all, a writing 
project to be undertaken by someone (and several people 
suggest that the someone should be me) to explain the 
complicated (and for many people, even after all these 
years, still confusing) organisation and decision-making 
processes of LRDT. I have asked LRDT to do this. But 
they don't seem bothered to speak with me these days. Oth¬ 
ers report the same behaviour. 

The strong sense, which people talk with me about, of a 
lack of community-wide accountability is triggered again 
by an Annual Report that reads far more like something 
written to justify LRDT to its funders than to inform the 
public. 

Given that LRDT has no justification for existence if it 
doesn't serve the public, somehow we need to get them to 
answer quite a few of the questions that the Annual Report 
ducks... or start a process of shutting them down. I hope it 
won't come to the latter. 

Questions on which I would seek to encourage debate, 
if I were able to attend its annual general meeting when 
the Annual Report will be presented to probably a handful 
of people, and put to a show-of-hands vote, would include 
these: 

1. Given that Lyme Regis Town Council pays all of Ly- 
meForward's bills now, what's the benefit of leaving it 
under the control of LRDT, an organisation that has in the 
past benefited from LymeForward grants? 

2. Does LymeForward submit a separate report to the 
public covering all of its activities, or only through the an¬ 
nual report of the LRDT? If there is no separate report to 


the public, why not? 

3. If LymeForward is now “concentrating on providing 
support for some of those in greatest need”, what was it 
doing before? How does it decide whose need is greatest? 

4. Does LRDT publish accounts covering just The Hub? 
If not, why not? How much of The Hub's income comes 
from the town council? 

5. When is the next public report going to be published 
about the Community Land Trust? Will LRDT have any 
influence over the report before it is published? 

6. How much of the St Michael's Business Centre's rental 
capacity has been taken up thus far? Is that less than what 
was projected to the funding organisation? If there has 
been a shortfall, why? 

7. A statement about the Jurassic Coast Centre was 
posted on the internet at the time of the 2013 Fossil Festi¬ 
val saying that it would be run by the Field Studies Council 
(or some such organisation). Could LRDT draw out in 
some level of detail the ways in which their management 
of the Fossil Festival has practical bearing on the manage¬ 
ment of a study centre, given that its management will not 
be their responsibility? 

8. What are the actual steps to be accomplished to make 
the study centre a reality? 

9. Has all the £10,000 allocated to fund the finding of 
ways to run LymeNet independently of Lottery money 
been spent? Does a costed business plan exist to describe 
the “exit strategy” which that money was designed to cre¬ 
ate? If not, how much more money is needed to plan the 
strategy? What is LymeNet's annual cash shortfall until 
then? 

10. We are advised that “costings and outline plans” for 
co-locating LymeNet and the library on the Woodmead 
Halls site “remain available”. Do those plans include an 
operating budget? Which organisations would have bene¬ 
fited by how much from each year's budget? What assump¬ 
tions did the plans make about annual grants from the town 
council? 

Sadly, I cannot attend the annual general meeting be¬ 
cause of the residual impact of a 2008 brain haemorrhage. 
Could someone ask these questions for me? Or, even bet¬ 
ter, would LRDT answer please them in this newspaper?

Traders argue loading 
restrictions are not valid 


TWO Lyme Regis traders have appealed 
against a parkng ticket received whilst un¬ 
loading stock at their shop, arguing that 
restrictions on unloading are currently not 
in place. 

John and Sally Wyatt who run Bear 
Steps Antiques behind the Post Office and 
often have to park at the top of Broad 
Street to unload into their shop and re¬ 
ceived a fine for doing so earlier this year. 
The couple appealed against the fine, ar¬ 
guing there was no restriction either for 
or against loading in the area, but this was 
rejected. 

Poliowing a second incident with an en¬ 
forcement officer earlier this month, Mr 
and Mrs Wyatt wrote to Dorset County 
Council, complaining about the officer’s 
“attitude and behaviour” after he stood in 
front of their car to prevent them from 
moving it. 

They said they had also contacted the 
Parking Services Department and were 
told that unloading was permitted on dou¬ 
ble yellow lines if it was seen to be con¬ 
tinuous, and that a restriction sign on 
unloading in the area had been removed 
and never replaced. 

In their complaint to the county council, 
Mr and Mrs Wyatt wrote: “We believe 
that the officer was incorrect in telling us 
that loading and unloading was not per¬ 
mitted in this area, we should have been 
allowed to unload especially as we had 
explained that this was our only intention 
and he had observed us doing so. 

“He acted in an aggressive manner by 
threatening to issue a ticket, not explain¬ 
ing why no loading or unloading was per¬ 
mitted and when standing in front of our 
car refusing to move to allow us to move, 
in an attempt to delay us so that he could

issue the ticket.” 

They added that they believed the offi¬ 
cer had been acting illegally on a number 
of recent occasions when he had visited 
Lyme Regis. 

A response written on behalf of Simon 
Gledhill, group manager of parking serv¬ 
ices, informed Mr and Mrs Wyatt that 
loading in that area was not permitted be¬ 
tween 10.30am and 1pm, and 2pm and 
5pm from June 1st to September 30th, 
which was indicated by yellow lines on 
the kerb. However, as the sign advising of 
these restrictions was currently missing, 
penalty charge notices could not be issued 
for cars parked along this section of 
Broad Street until it had been replaced. 

The letter added that the enforcement 
officer in question was “fairly new” and 
the issues mentioned would be dealt with 
through training. 

Poliowing the response, Mr and Mrs 
Wyatt said: “It is interesting that we have 
had a reply from the county council 
which accepts that there is currently no 
restriction on loading and unloading in 
this particular area at the moment as the 
restriction sign has been removed and not 
replaced. 

“There is a good possibility that the 
over-keen, ‘fairly new’ community wn- 
forcement officer may have issued tick¬ 
ets to other people when he should not 
have and we would urge anyone who has 
been issued with tickets to appeal if they 
feel the ticket was unfair. Not just in the 
Broad Street area, but in the town gener¬ 
ally.”

I fully intended to put

That was before my 
email in-box pinged 
and up popped one of 
the most astounding 
letters to the editor I 
have received in the six 
years of editing the 


View from Lyme 
Regis. It was signed by 
a council taxpayer who 
also just happens to be 
a councillor, in fact the 
town’s newest council¬ 
lor, and was written 
after yet another 
shameful meeting 
when the council 
grants were handed 
out. 

You can imagine my 
astonishment when I 
got to this final sen¬ 
tence: 

“The events of last 
Wednesday evening 
were a disgrace to 
democracy and I am 


ashamed to have been 
part of it. “ 

That letter, which you 
can read in full on page 
12, prompted our main 
page one story in which 
we highlight the con¬ 
cerns of many over some 
of the antics of our cur¬ 
rent town council. 


I have been drawing at¬ 
tention to what I believe 
is inadequate gover¬ 
nance of this town on so 
many levels in this col¬ 
umn, making myself ex¬ 
tremely unpopular 
among a group of coun¬ 
cillors which are often 
referred to as the “gang 
of five”. 


They believe I drama¬ 
tise the affairs of the 
town, a criticism lev¬ 
elled at me by Mark 
Gage, the “de facto” 
leader of the council, at 
the recent annual meet¬ 
ing of parishioners. We 
will have to agree to dis¬ 
agree on that one. 

Back to the letter. It 


was signed by Jill New¬ 
ton, stressing that she 
was writing it as a 
ratepayer and not in her 
role of councillor. 

By doing so, she is able 
to escape a potential rep¬ 
rimand for contravening 
the council’s ridiculous 
trumped up media policy 
which prevents council¬ 
lors from making state¬ 
ments, oral or in 
writing, to the press. 
Good luck with that one. 

For several years now 
the allocation of grants 
to local groups and or¬ 
ganisations has bor¬ 
dered on the farcical. 
But following the last 
election and the arrival 
of some new faces (all 
members of the gang of 
five) we were promised 
that it would all change, 
be fairer and more trans¬ 
parent. 

So what happened at 
last week’s meeting 
when the new policy was 
to be put in place? It de¬ 
generated into a “bun 
fight”, a “smash and grab 
raid”, two of the more 
apt descriptions that 
have come my way, and 
which prompted a new 
councillor to take the 


brave decision to go 
public on what she con¬ 
sidered to be “a dis¬ 
grace to democracy”. 

I use the word “brave” 
deliberately. Jill New¬ 
town has the right to 
express her views in 
this or any other news¬ 
paper, irrespective of 
the fact that she is a 
councillor. 

She joined the council 
with no allegiances to 
the old guard or the 
new. She would be her 
own woman, make deci¬ 
sions based on rea¬ 
soned debate and not 
blind loyalty to pet proj¬ 
ects. We need more like 
her in the council 
chamber. 

Unfortunately, there 
were a number of sen¬ 
ior councillors absent 
from the meeting 
whose experience was 
sorely missed. 

The sad fact is there 
was enough in the kitty 
for all organisations 
who applied for fund¬ 
ing, and who met the 
criteria, to get a grant. 

All councillors have 
their own pet projects; 
it was ever thus. But all 
councillors should give 


equal credence to all ap¬ 
plications and not in¬ 
dulge in unseemly 
tactics to get their 
favourite cause to the 
top of the list for fear 
they will miss out. 

From offices in Lyme 
Regis, we cover 15 other 
towns but we never see 
the same shenanigans 
when grants are 
handed out by other 
councils. Why is that? 

Another disturbing 
fact is that some of the 
smaller organisations 
in the town - those 
which should really be 
benefiting and being 
supporting by the coun¬ 
cil - don’t bother to 
apply for grants. 
What’s the point, they 
say? The money goes to 
the same select few 
every year. 

That may not be quite 
the case but I can see 
their point when they 
see cash handed out to 
buy laptops. 

Lyme really does de¬ 
serve better than this. 

And now this column 
WILL definitely be tak¬ 
ing its seasonal break. 

As I said last week, 
enjoy the summer.

Egyptian collective bring their traditional songs to Dorset 


FOLLOWING a stunning debut at WOMAD last 
year, Nuba Nour promise an enchanting 
evening of music from the banks of the river 
Nile. 

Nubia was an ancient African kingdom in the 
Nile valley, situated between present-day 
southern Egypt and northern Sudan. Some¬ 
times referred to as Kush or Aithiopia, it is 
thought to have been one of the earliest civili¬ 
sations in the region, occupying an important 
trade route through North Africa, sub-Saharan 
Africa and the Mediterranean. 

NubaNour are a Cairo-based collective of Nu¬ 
bian singers and master frame drummers, per¬ 
forming traditional music and dance from 
antiquity, alongside contemporary acoustic 
songs reflecting the ongoing struggles of life in 
exile after the loss of their Aswan homelands 
during the construction of the High Dam in the 
1960s. 

The Aswan High Dam was a symbol of Egypt¬ 
ian nationalistic pride following the 1952 Revo¬ 
lution, promising to usher a new era of 
prosperity through industrialisation. Financed 
by the USSR and hailed, at the time, as a tri¬ 
umph of water management and the might of 
hydroelectricity, the project resulted in the cre¬ 
ation of Lake Nasser, one of the world's largest 
man-made reservoirs. 

It was the people of Nubia however who were 
to pay a high price for the benefits the Dam 


bought to the wider Egyptian population, and 
some fifty years after their ancestral lands were 
drowned under the waters of Lake Nasser, the 
environmental and social impacts of the High 
Dam are still felt amongst the estimated 
120,000 Nubian people who were subsequently 
forced to migrate elsewhere in Egypt. 

Original formed in Cairo in 1962, NubaNour's 
repertoire comprises both the secular and the 
sacred. The band's evocative call and response 
chants comprise agricultural and work songs 
which serve to remind the Nubians of their 
farming origins; sacred songs feature verses 
praising both Christian and Islamic saints, re¬ 
flecting the influence and dominance of differ¬ 
ent religions and spiritual practices in Nubia 
throughout history while later day poetic songs 
are meditations about the loss and longing en¬ 
dured by the Nubian people and an expression 
of hope for the growing movement calling for a 
return to a new homeland. "Dance also plays a 
central role in the band's performances with a 
unique dance called Frry representing the 
movement of Balti fish swimming through the 
waves of the Nile."

Heath looking forward to the challenge 


DORCHESTER Town's assistant manager Stuart 
Heath is looking forward to the new season de¬ 
spite seeing the playing budget cut by half, and 
believes he and manager Phil Simkin have the 
players to prove doubters wrong. 

"It's a challenge. Phil and I had numerous con¬ 
versations about it when it was first decided. 
The basic choice is to walk away or to stay and 
meet the challenge head on and that is what 
we have decided to do. 

"It's more of a demanding challenge than last 
season for sure, but in a way perhaps it's a more 
enjoyable situation because we all have to step 
up to the plate - coaches, managers, directors, 
players and supporters - and make the best of 
the situation. If you have the right approach 
and attitude at the club then we can make it 
work. If we don't and keep on about the 
budget then it simply won't work." 

He added: "The squad is small but they are a 
good set of players with ability and attitude. We 
will have to be lucky with injuries, get some 
loan players in and give our most talented 
young players the chance, but Danny Way, Josh 
Tennant and Calvin Brooks were all given a 
chance last season and showed up well. We 
can't expect them to do it every week but we 
know that they can do it given the right occa¬ 
sion so that's promising for us. I do believe 
there a few more local lads can do that as well. 

"When the bookies odds come out I'm sure 
we will be one of the favourites for relegation, 
but when you see that, it is just a challenge to 
prove the bookies wrong. When I look at the 
players we have signed which includes Danny 
Green back to full fitness, then I fully believe we 
will be proving people wrong." 


One of the biggest remaining tasks is to per¬ 
suade Nick Crittenden and Jake Smeeton to 
sign new contracts. 

"Those two are really the remaining players 
from last season and we are working hard with 
both of them to try and agree a deal. It's very 
difficult because we are almost up to budget. 
Both are good players and both deserve to be 
on the money they were last season, but obvi¬ 
ously with the reduced budget it's proving very 
difficult. 

Negotiations between the players and us are 
still on going but they are crucial players for us 
and, if they are both fit, they are proven Con¬ 
ference players and we are very lucky to have 
them. 

"You don't usually get a left back and a wide 
right midfielder of the quality of those two and 
so they do really give you value for money, but 
it's common knowledge that the budget is 
tight and we have no qualms about that be¬ 
cause we have known it for quite a while and 
know the situation, but we are working hard to 
tie it up because we realise they are two impor¬ 
tant players. 

"They both want to stay which is good and 
we are going in the right direction with them 
but it might take a few weeks to complete but 
we certainly hope they will be with us pre-sea- 
son and hopefully during that time we will 
come to some agreement. 

"They are two players in demand and both 
have clubs interested in them and quite rightly 
so, because they are two outstanding players 
who have proven over a number of seasons 
now that they are quality Conference South 
players. 


"Both sustained injuries pre-season which is 
the worst time to do so, and it took them al¬ 
most to the turn of the year to get back to their 
best, but when they were I thought they were 
probably our two most consistent performers 
in the second half of the season. 

"With that in mind, to me personally I love 
both of them both in the dressing room and on 
the pitch and it's really crucial we keep them. 

"We have lost three or four players, there's no 
getting away from that but we don't want to 
lose too many more. We've signed some good 
players and we've got a good squad, but it's a 
small squad and players like Critts and Smeets 
don't come around too often, and don't live in 
an area where there are plenty of proven Con¬ 
ference South players, and we have two lads 
who love the club, are local and proven quality. 

"I think last season every player bar none en¬ 
joyed it so that's a good starting point in keep¬ 
ing players. The budget is tight, but players 
understand that and because of the success of 
last season they want to try and go through 
that again and stay at the club. 

It's testament to Simkin and Heath that the 
players are happy to play for the Magpies. 

"I don't think anyone really wants to leave the 
club or has left in an acrimonious way, but just 
sometimes the offers that come their way are 
too good to turn down. We understand that in 
the current circumstances we can't match 
them, and so do the players; it's a fact of life 
where we are with our budget. 

"We certainly won't be complaining about it 
as we have agreed to go along with the direc¬ 
tion the club is going and are fully behind it 
and we are going to work with what we've got."
